The oldest shopping section in Naples is along Third Street, near where the Naples Hotel once stood. 
Even though the hotel is now gone, the area contains historic old buildings along with the new shops. 
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Win the real Naples, Florida please 
stand up! 

For well over eighty years Naples has 
meant a variety of things to many people! 
At first it was a retreat; later a hunting 
enthusiast’s paradise, then a colony for 
winter visitors who sought a remote 
refuge. Later it was referred to as a fishing 
village, then land developers set up one of 
the wisest and long-lasting zoning codes in 
the state and much later on there came 
the war and servicemen spread the word 
that there really was a place where one 
could get away from it all. 

Saturday Evening Post wrote of 
Naples almost as if it were the last 
outpost of civilization surrounded by the 
mysterious Everglades and peopled by 
bootleggers (there have been a few), town 
characters and rebels against conformity. 
By the time Bill Ballantine came in 1956 
to do his piece for Holiday, Naples had 
reached a point where it had a patina of 
sophistication and there were enough 
people to cause conflicts. His story 
pictured Naples as a highly individualistic 
Greenwich Village on the Gulf except 
instead of beatniks there were Barbary 
Coasters (a term dreamed up by Mr. 
Ballantine), Crackers, Gold Coasters and 
a generous sprinkling of millionaires. 
Millionaires seem to be synonymous with 
Naples and Mr. Ballantine didn’t spare 
the glittery terms in _ describing 
‘“‘Gomorrah-on-the-Gulf.”’ According to 
that witty and highly imaginative writer, 
the very epitome of Naples’ hilarity was 
to go down and watch the shrimp boats 
come in at sunset. 

Only thirteen years ago Naples was 
still a small, quiet village. There was a 
first class water system, The Naples Plan, 
a beautiful fishing pier, sidewalks, The 
Naples Hotel, a few motels and apart- 
ment houses and lots of space between 
buildings along Fifth Avenue, the town’s 
main street. The old Seminole Room next 
to the Naples Hotel was gathering place, 
winter and summer, for natives and 
visitors alike and down the road was the 
elegant Beach Club Hotel, which boasted 
the only golf course in Naples and a 
Spanish-type main building that is only a 
memory. 

Much of what was here then is now 
gone. The historic Naples Hotel and the 
adjoining Seminole Room are only memo- 
ries. Even the pier is changed; the ravages 
of Donna in 1960 destroyed it and it has 
been replaced by a much more elegant 
and substantial one. Fifth Avenue is 
manicured, there are a few empty lots but 
several multi-storied buildings now add a 
big-city look. 

This thirteen-year period has been 
one of great change .. . socially, 
economically and physically. 
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During the 1950’s business in Naples 
was a real pioneering experience. A whole 
trade area had to be built and the needs 
and economic demands of the ever expan- 
ding population had to be carefully 
measured. Although the town was rela- 
tively old as a resort; it was brand new as 
a trade center. Competition was heated; 
there was a sense of urgency, sometimes 
doubt, but always it proved that the 
hard-working, far-sighted and diligent 
businessman or woman would make it. It 
was challenging, being in the midst of a 
real pioneer town that was sophisticated, 
civilized but with undercurrents reminis- 
cent of Dodge City. No gun fights but lots 
of political, social, economic and physical 
changes were taking place. 

Naples is not another Palm Beach. It 
is not another anything. It is Naples. ..a 
complex, yet simple place with complex 
yet simple people. It is an extremely social 
place that is extremely casual in its 
elegance and charm. There are no “In” 
people and no ‘“‘Out”’ people. It’s not a 
town for fads. There are social climbers 
but there is no place to climb. There is 
wealth but not ostentatiousness. There’s 
pizazz but no jazz! There’s sin but little 
scandal; drinking but no rowdy drunked- 
ness. There is style without pacesetters. 
There are no fabulous charity balls, 
debuts, social arbiters, art auctions, 
Cleveland Armorys, jet set, discotheques, 
gigiloes, members of the 400, polo match- 
es, gambling casinos, Secret Service men, 
roaring motorcycle escorts or movie cele- 
brities; not a single Aga or Begum and 
practically no Counts and Countesses. 
There are some Rolls Royces but several 
notable social matrons are frequently seen 
marketing in their Mustangs, Volkswa- 
gens and small, compact cars. Alas, there 
is no Worth Avenue where exotic saris, 
Puccis and poodles are promenaded. One 
is likely to run into the elite at the post 
office where they discuss their bridge 
games, the latest golf scores and perhaps 
enjoy a bit of fish-story swapping. 

Naples isn’t a place to drop names. 
Liz, Richard, Bettina, Maria, Aristotle 
and even Jackie would be ‘one of the 
crowd’ in the West Coast town. One best- 
selling author was set back on his heels at 
a party when he was introduced to an 
erudite gentleman of means who wanted 
to know what kind of business the author 
was in. He hadn’t heard of him or his 


books! Some years back Gary Cooper and 


crew were in Naples to shoot ‘Distant 
Drums.” Gary’s association was an excel- 
lent example of the homogenization of 
society in Naples. Since practically every- 
one in town was recruited as extras, the 
late parties and get-togethers included a 
complete cross-section of residents. For 
many years Naples’ society has been 
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Tree-lined Fifth Avenue is the ‘“Main Street’’ in Naples. It still maintains a folksy atmosphere even 
though lavish landscaping has been provided and almost all the buildings are of recent construction.

homogenized. Popularity is not based on 
wealth, social standing, yachts, parties or 
lavish homes. In earlier years there were 
those rugged individuals who visited 
Naples simply to enjoy the climate, 
hunting, fishing, and the simple life. Dr. 
Earl Baum was one of this happy group 
and he still has an historic film entitled 
“Naples On the Gulp” with an all-star 
cast of now-historical names. The ginger- 
bread houses along the beach, the old pier, 
the bustling hotel and the miles and miles 
of untouched beaches are the backdrop 
for a real ‘“‘meller drammie.”’ Mrs. E. W. 
Crayton, who came to Naples shortly 
after her marriage in 1917, wistfully 
recalls the happy beach parties, picnics 
and the annual Gym khana, an East 
Indian version of an athletic meet. 

‘“‘Speed”’ Menefee, now well up into 
his eighties and the first mayor of Naples, 
is full of stories of the old days that 
preceded the influx of growth. It was a 
close-knit colony and still many of the old 
timers cling to their same friends. 

True, such luminaries as Gloria Swan- 
son, Gladys Swarthout, Gertrude Law- 
rence, Dauphne du Maurier, Kathleen 
Winsor, Richard Aldrich, Arthur God- 
frey, Lawrence Tibbett and many more 
visit Naples and others continue to 
appear on the scene but always seek 
seclusion and avoid the limelight. Arthur 
Godfrey arrived for the tarpon fishing and 
went away with ‘“‘nary”’ a Silver King to 
show for his efforts. After he mentioned 
this on his radio program, Casey (Mrs. 
A.B.) Miller proceeded to go out and 
catch one then sent the frozen carcass to 
the Red Head! 

In thirteen years there has been a 
metamorphosis. Slowly but surely the 
picture of Naples is changing. Back in the

Arriving at Birch State Park the Lakes are met by Park Superintendent Eugene 
M. Hagan who took the family for a ride on the new narrow-gauge railroad.

They played 
baseball and basketball; wagged their tails, retrieved balls and 
dollar bills; spun propellers on their noses; extinguished a make- 
believe fire; and vied for the Captain’s attention to earn rewards 
of fresh herring. 

Jumping comes naturally, Captain Krohn told the audience. 
But it takes training and effort to reach the 12-foot height 
necessary to ring a bell or raise a flag.

scientists, Byron,” he said. 

Pressing northward, the Lake party next traveled one mile to 
Birch State Park... to ride the new narrow-gauge railroad, by 
official invitation of Park Superintendent Eugene M. Hagan. 

“All aboard!”” Ranger Hagan shouted. ‘‘Toot, toot’’ was the 
reply, as David Jr. pulled the whistle. 

Mr. Hagan told the visitors all about the park — which 
boasts the largest attendance of Florida’s several. 

“This is the way all South Florida looked before it was 
settled,’ he said as the little train rounded the first bend in its 3- 
mile journey. 

Untouched forests... native trees and shrubs in hundreds of 
varieties .. . rabbits and squirrels and raccoons living the Life of 
Riley.

“These are fresh water lagoons,” the Superintendent said.

Mr. Hagan — who loves the Park as though it were his own 
garden — told the children how the land was given to the State 
by Hugh Taylor Birch in 1941. ‘‘There’s the Grandfather Oak 
where the dedication ceremony was held. The Governor of the 
State was here,”’ he said. ‘‘Land can wear out, just like your 
shoes,” he continued. ‘‘So we’re constantly planting new trees 
and bushes.’ Many of these are donated by the Garden Club 
Center, whose building is within the park. 

The Superintendent lives in the beautiful old home built by 
Mr. Birch.

T heir Serene Highnesses, Prince 
Rainier and Princess Grace of Monaco 
were star sponsors of the internationally 
famous Bal des Petits Lits Blancs on July 4 
in Ireland, the most dazzling social event 
held there in half a century. 

It was the second time in 31 years 
that the charity ‘“‘ball of the little white 
beds” was held outside France and credit 
is due M. Rene Lambert who was 
responsible for bringing the ball to Dub- 
lin. 

Princes, dukes, and lesser members of 
the nobility, ambassadors, and interna- 
tional celebrities, flew in from all over 
Europe to attend the ball at picturesque 
Powerscourt which was the seat of princes 
and viscounts for over 300 years, and is 
now owned by a sports equipment manu- 
facturer, Ralph Slazenger, and his wife. 

Princess Grace, honorary chairman of 
the ball, flew to Dublin the afternoon of 
the event, four hours ahead of Prince 
Rainier as the couple never flies in the 
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same aircraft. A few hours later the 
radiant and regal looking American-born 
beauty swept in to the ballroom of the 
Dublin Intercontinental Hotel (where 
most of the ball guests were housed) for a 
small pre-ball reception, her multi- 
studded diamond tiara glistening in her 
high-coifed hair. Her dress was a coral re- 
embroidered lace dress with a_ small 
flattering train, which she described as “‘a 
simple dress I had made in a small shop in 
Nice.” 

Since it doesn’t get dark until nearly 
11 p.m. in Ireland at that time of the year, 
crowds outside the great gates at Powers- 
court had full view of the arrival of 
Princess Grace and Prince Rainier, the 
fabulously gowned women guests and 
their elegant escorts. 

The chic French women almost all 
wore Gainsborough-type coiffures which 
had been created by Claude Maxime who 
flew over especially for the affair.

recently has become the rage in Paris. 
Around 800 guests thronged Powers- 
court’s chilly entrance hall, lined with 
stag heads and armour, leading to the 
three ballrooms, and the exquisitely fur- 
nished drawing rooms and galleries.

Before midnight the terraced gardens 
that are reminiscent of Versailles were the 
scene of a performance from part of the 
ballet Salome by two stars from the Paris 
Opera. A crescent moon, playing foun- 
tains, a silvery lake and Ireland’s famous 
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Sugar Loaf Mountains, formed the back- 
drop. 

Prince Alexander of Jugoslavia who 
lives in Versailles, the Marquis of Mont- 
calm, Prince Achille Murat whose ances- 
tor was created King of Naples by 
Napoleon, Baroness Jean de Seilliere who 
organized the ball, her son along with 
Princess de Faucigny Lucinge and Lady 
Garthwaite were in the assemblage. 

American Ambassador Raymond 
Guest and his wife, a former Princess

Logistics of the buffet were formida- 
ble: 150 pounds of caviar from Russia, 200 
pounds of foie gras from Strasbourg had 
been flown in the same day, and there 
were 250 pounds of smoked salmon and 
lobster from Irish waters, besides moun- 
tains of other delicacies. Several hundred 
waiters in wigs, livery, and knee breeches, 
served the food along with enough cham- 
pagne and other fine wines to float a 
battleship. 

Irish hospitality was never more 
evident than during that three-day mara- 
thon of entertainment which included a

rustic dinner at a stud farm with beer 
flowing and bagpipes playing, a picnic at 
the 7,000-acre hunting lodge of Lady 
Oranmore and Brown who was born 
Oognah Guinness, a garden party given 
by Sir Basil and Lady Goulding, and a 
cocktail party and fashion show at 
Charleville, the great estate of the Donald 
Davies. 

The following week London was 
equally exciting. The Admiral of the 
Fleet, the Earl Mountbatten of Burma, 
great grandson of Queen Victoria and the 
last Viceroy of India, received me and 
Mrs. Dorothy Strelsin of New York, at 
cocktails at his handsome London resi- 
dence just off Belgrave Square. It was the 
week of his retirement as Chief of the 
British Defense Staff after 40 years of 
distinguished service to the Crown, and 
we felt we were witnessing a bit of history 
as we sipped our martinis. 

The large London residence where he 
and the late Lady Edwina Mountbatten 
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lived for 21 years and entertained impor- 
tant people from all over the world, is to 
be sold, as Lord Mountbatten is retiring 
to his 2,000 acre estate ‘‘Broadlands’”’ near 
Southampton, where he said: ““There is 
enough room there for my two daughters, 
their husbands, nine grandchildren, their 
nannies, and even two mothers-in-law.”’ 

He showed us a small three-story 
house which is being built over the coach 
house of his present residence which will 
serve as his office, and pied a terre in 
London. He is the chairman of the 
National Electric Research Council and 
unquestionably will be enlisted for many 
other duties. He mentioned that he is very 
proud to have been appointed by Queen 
Elizabeth to the post of Governor of the 
Isle of Wight. Since it is an honorary 
appointment, he will not spend much time 
there. His aunt, Princess Beatrice, Queen 
Victoria’s daughter, served as Governor 
of the Isle of Wight for many years, 
spending many summers there. 

There was more English history to 
view the next day at Woburn Abbey, 50 
miles north of London. It has been the 
world-famous residence of the Earls and 
Dukes of Bedford since 1547. It was a 
privilege to be invited to see it and to 
lunch with the present Duke and Duchess

neglect for 80 years and there were $15 
million in death taxes to be paid. The 
Duke concluded that the only way to 
preserve the estate and to keep it from 
being taken over by the National Trust 
was to open the major part of it to the 
public as a museum. 

People come from all over the world 
to see it, but the day we were there long 
lines of predominantly English tourists 
were waiting patiently in line to view the 
grounds and the Abbey which houses $3 
million worth of art and an untold 
number of objects of historic interest. 

One of the most ornate and impressive 
state rooms at the Abbey is Queen 
Victoria’s bedroom. It was occupied sev- 
eral times in the middle of the 17th 
Century by Charles I, and in 1841 by 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert. It is a 
vision of robins egg blue brocaded walls, 
and the gilded, four-postered bed and 
ornate furniture are covered in the same 
material. Quite incidentally the Duke told 
me the Abbey maintains one workman 
who does nothing but re-gild the furni- 
ture. 

We lunched that day in the great hall 
of the Abbey at tables with exquisite 
appointments of flowers and silver statues AFTER DINNER COFFEE CUP AND SAUCER COLLECTION 
of 18th Century Bedfordshire soldiers. 
After that, Inez, one of the attractive 
daughters of the Duchess, showed us 
through the public part of the Abbey. But 
most of the day was spent with the family FROM THE FINEST NAMES IN CONTEMPORARY CHINA 
in the 25 upstairs rooms that form their 
private quarters. Between them the Duke 
and Duchess have seven children. 

Though some of his peers may criti- 
cize him for commercialism, it is due to 
the Duke’s foresight that this magnificent 
and historic site is being preserved by 
private means.

Mr. Whitney’s father, it was originally a 
half-way stop-over for the old stage 
coaches that ran between Lake George 
and Albany. Although throughout the 
years additions have been made on the 
house, Cady Hill retains its historical and 
traditional atmosphere. Furnished in au- 
thentic Colonial antiques, combined with 
Mrs. Whitney’s flair for color and design, 
it invites casual or formal living. The 
library decor features the famous blue and 
brown colors of the Whitney stables.

The decor brought Palm 
Beach to this New York State resort, as 
tropical colors prevailed. Set on flamingo 
pink, orange and green tablecloths, large 
brandy snifters were aglow with orange 
candles. Fresh flowers entwined the pil- 
lars of the restaurant, and the large 
mantlepiece contained a _ beautiful ar- 
rangement of gladioli, mums and pom- 
pons. The affair was black tie, so elegance 
reigned. Dancing to the lilting tunes of 
Cliff Hall and his orchestra, the 140 
guests wined and dined ’til the wee hours.

SOPHISTICATION AND SERENITY

C oming down the North Trail one sees 
the bay sparkling under the sun for quite 
a distance before he reaches the curving 
drive that fronts Sarasota Bay and 
swoops gracefully like a jet plume on past 
the new Island Park and Marina Mar 
southward. It’s a dramatic introduction 
to the downtown area of Sarasota, fifty 
miles south of Tampa on the Florida West 
Coast, and the most sophisticated resort 
on that coast. With a hundred boats 
docked on the right, the harbour snuggles 
protectively behind a_ crescent-shaped 
island, tastefully, tropically landscaped, 
inviting one to stop and stroll under its 
palms and other Florida foliage. Here at 
2 p.m. every Sunday from January to 
April one will see a professional waterski 
show taking place, led by former World 
Champion Joe Cash and the Bayfront 
Skiers. 

To the left is a vista of clean, modern 
buildings which comprise the downtown 
business area and where the garden clubs 
and the city have shown their artistry 
with still more landscaping. There’s a 
good reason for the freshly-scrubbed look 
of this downtown. Within the past two 
years dreary, grey buildings were torn 
down, streets widened, hundreds of trees 
and shrubs planted. The upward trend is 
still going fast and strong, reflected not 
only in sprouting beauty but in a surge of 
financial uplift and new life in the 
downtown area. 

Sarasota is a city with a population of 
44,000 (county 94,600), which has had 
difficulty in past years deciding what it 
was going to grow up to be. It has been a 
lucky kind of difficulty, though, the 
problem being which of many almost 
equally desirable routes to take. With the 
Ringling Museum complex located there 
it could become the cultural center of 
Florida .. . and it has. Being the home of 
the famed Ringling Brothers Barnum and 
Bailey Circus, it could become The Circus 
City . . . and it did. Containing in its 
boundaries thirty-five miles of milk- 
white, fine sandy beaches spread out 
along the clean waters of the Gulf of 
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Mexico, it could become a distinctive 
resort area ... and it is. It contains more 
than 14,000 tourist accommodation units, 
from rustic simplicity on Siesta Key to 
the ultimate in luxury in the sky-reaching 
hotels along Lido Beach, to the lazy, 
tropical-island splendor of lush motels on 
Longboat Key. Public beaches include 
Lido, Miramar, Siesta and Turtle. Saraso- 
ta has an outstanding collection of gour- 
met restaurants and has garnered quite a 
reputation for its varied dining places. 
Exotic tastes are pampered in dishes from 
many nations, and the dining facilities 
range from the simple to luxuriously 
elegant. 

Here’s a surprise: Sarasota swings. 
When one enters town along palm- 
studded boulevards, drives past the nu- 
merous attractions, over the bridges and 
causeways with their tranquil fishermen, 
past schools whose architecture keeps 
winning awards, the calm bays, inlets and 
lagoons, a picture begins to form of a 
relaxed, beautiful, quiet community in 
which to unwind, and the picture is true... 
as far as it goes. The sun goes down in s 
scarlet splendor over the Gulf, lights start 
neoning on, one catches a note from a sax 
here and a good jazz piano over there, and 
one suddenly catches on, the city swings 
at night. On a practical note, there are 
several excellent baby sitting services 
available through the hotels for parents 
who want a night, or several, out. 

As one of the earliest birthplaces of 
American golf, the golfing route for 
Sarasota was so easy to follow that for 
years it has claimed the title, ‘“‘Cradle of 
Golf.”’ Since a couple of other American 
communities also claim it, in recent years 
Sarasota hasn’t shouted it as loudly. It 
has been content to quietly build eight of 
Florida’s finest golf courses, ranging from 
sporty par 3’s to championship 18-hole 
layouts, and any visiting golfer will find a 
marvelous variety of courses to play, most 
of them surrounded by equally marvelous 
scenery. Important golf tournaments are 
frequently held in Sarasota at Longboat

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I t is a world unto itself .. . a happy, 
prosperous, effervescent two mile long, 
half mile wide planet of friendly souls who 
live by the theory that every-day life 
should be fun for all. 

Gatlinburg, Tennessee is a year-round 
town just over the border of North 
Carolina, down the road from the Great 
Smoky Mountains National Park . . . 38 
miles south east of Knoxville, 755 miles 
northwest of Palm Beach. 

A bustling, sprawling Alpine town 
with 2,999 residents, Gatlinburg proper 
sits on an 1800 foot high plateau, ringed 
by verdant mountains, sprigged with 
towering stands of red Spruce and Fraser 
fir. 

There is something for everyone in 
Gatlinburg. Years ago Gatlin’s burghers 
saw the possibility of a year-round 
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resort for jaded souls tired of the usual. 

Twenty years ago this was an un- 
known mountains village. Today it is one 
of America’s most popular mountain 
resorts. Here the young and young at 
heart find 147 motels, six hotels, -73 
swimming pools, 47 restaurants 
accommodations for 13,000 guests each 
night. Over five million visitors came to 
town in 1964! 

Truly a handcraft center, there are 56 

cal craft and hobby shops here for those 

that love to browse. Visitors watch as 
candlemakers fashion unique shapes into 
torches to light up the night. Hand 
weaving, basketry, furniture, potters at 
work, brooms made as in years gone by, 
handmade dolls, toys; glass blowers, 
ceramics, silver work . . . all within the 
radius of this charming town. 
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Skiiers gather on an intermediate slope at the Gatlinburg Ski Lodge for the breath-taking trip to the bottom. The town had over five million visitors in 1964. 


Most Americans dote on laughter, 
entertainment . . . something going every 
moment. Gatlinburg recognizes that need 
and is devoted to that cause 12 months of 
every year. 

Right now, Gatlinburg’s energy is 
turning towards thoughts of winter sports 
— skiing, ice skating, sledding. Ski 
enthusiasts (282,000 of them last winter) 
descend upon the town from December 
15th until March 15th. 

There is ice skating all year here in an 
enclosed rink adjacent to the fabulous 
million dollar Ski Lodge clubhouse, and 
this season there will be a new slope 
especially for sledding with rental sleds 
available at the lodge. 

Gatlinburg Ski Club’s membership 
roster is closed . . . 3,300 active members 
come from every state in the Union. 
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Although the Lodge with its first floor 
shops and the Brok’n Ski Snack Bar; the 
cathedral-ceilinged dining room atop 
(with breath-taking views of the Great 
Smokes to the south, the ski runs to the 
north) is open to the public until 5 p.m., 
members then take over the club includ- 
ing its exclusive game room and lounge. 

The Ski Lodge is the meeting place of 
young at heart Gatlinburg. Ski clubs 
come from far-off Miami, Charlotte, 
Greensboro, Tuscaloosa, Lexington and 
Atlanta. 

Rolf D. Lanz, a native of Switzerland, 
now an American citizen, is the new ski 
director at the Gatlinburg Ski Resort, 
replacing Hans Woldrich who is presently 
coaching Chile’s Olympic ski team. 


Young Rolf, his wife and three daugh- 
ters used to commute from Atlanta for 
this winter sport but have moved here 
where he can ski to his heart’s content. 


There will be ten instructors this 
season with the ski school placed away 
from the intermediate slope, allowing 
more skiing space. 

Plans are now being formed for a Ski 
Carnival during the height of the season, 
also for slalom races, and the group has 
joined the National Ski Patrol. This 
means there will be a skiier supervising a 
dozen patrolmen on weekends, who will 
offer first aid, patrol hazardous spots on 
the slopes. 

The same lifts which whizz sightseers 
to the top of Mt. Harrison, high above 
Gatlinburg in Spring, Summer and Fall, 
will shortly carry devotees of the stem 
turn and sitzmark to the top of the runs. 

One ski lift carries 800 passengers 
every hour, the other lofts 400 enthu- 
siasts. There is a rope tow for skiiers and a 
Poma lift.

Much of the winter social life revolves 
around the Ski Lodge and exclusive Ski 
Chalet Village whose homes dot the 
mountainside towards the peak of Mt. 
Harrison. 

Although this unique community 
boasts year-round chalets of modern 
design with Old World charm, winter 
brings back many of the fifty owners for 
long weekends of sport and relaxation. 

They come from 14 states, according 
to Frank E. and Hester Rust (Frank is 
treasurer and sales manager of Mt. 
Harrison Development Corp.) who built 
their own Bavarian chalet.

This fun group even edits an eight- 
page monthly newsletter called ‘‘The 
Alpenhorn.”’ 

If it is golf and country club life one 
seeks, there is the Gatlinburg Golf and 
Country Club a few miles out of town. A 
challenging 6,440-yard, 72-par course, it 
was designed by William B. Langford, 
noted Chicago golf course architect. Here 
one will find Harry ‘Cotton’ Berrier as 
pro. 


Holes are most appropriately named 
...-Westward Ho, Hillside, Rifle Range, 
Bowling Alley, Boomerang, Down the 
Hatch, and a most unusual 12th, named 
Ski Hi...a 150-yard par 3 where the ball 
drops 170 feet from tee to green. 

A membership club, the course is open 
to the public, the paved golf cart trails 
one of the most scenic. 

Note Bene: If rockhounding is a forte, 
Jasper (great for cabachoned pendants) 
ean be picked up in the rough on holes 10 
and 11. 

The handsome pink and fieldstone 
clubhouse is complete with pro shop, 
dining room, lounge, locker rooms and 
swimming pool. 

Never know who comes to Gatlin- 
burg. Since October 1951 when the annual 
Governors’ Conference convened here, it 
has been a mecca for travelers from all 
over the country, Germany, France, 
Brazil and Indonesia. 

This past September National Park 
Service Director George P. Hartzog Jr., 
attended the biennial conference of NPS 
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Richard J. Matt, well-known movie director-producer and frequent visitor to Palm Beach, sets up his 


crew for the soon-to-be-released ‘‘Smoky Mountain Magic,’ 


superintendents . many years back 
Director Hartzog was a Forest Ranger 
here. 

Secretary of the Interior Stuart L. 
Udall was widely feted during the week- 
long conference, as was Rep. James H. 
Quillen of Tennessee, and Assistant Secre- 
taries of the Interior Stanley A. Cain and 
D. Otis Beasley. 

Early in September world renowned 
movieland producer-director . . . long a 
Palm Beach favorite . . . Richard (Dick) 
J. Matt of Mattco Associates fame, came 
to Gatlinburg with a crew of seven, cast of 
six, to produce and direct “Smoky Moun- 
tain Magic,” to be released shortly by 
Paramount Picture Corp. 

Paramount will distribute the 35-mm 
theatrical version to 26,000 movie houses 
in the U.S. and abroad with 40-million 
American movie-goers viewing it during 
the three years it will be in circuit. 

At the same time young Mr. Matt 
was filming a feature-length sound and 
color presentation, ““Happy Holidays .. . 
Camping in the Smokies” for American 
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a story of two families on a camping trip.

Leave it to Dick Matt and Bill Fraser, 
the associate producer, to surround them- 
selves, unwittingly, with a true Holly- 
wood atmosphere. Their suite at the 
Bearskin Motel boasted the only three- 
tiered crystal chandelier in all Gatlinburg! 

Dick Matt will be remembered for his 
30 films of Cypress Gardens, filmed over 
the past 15 years. His ‘“‘Boats A’Poppin’”’ 
released five years ago “‘still goes on and 
on.” His ‘“‘Wyoming Snapshoot”’ found 
some 10-million theater-goers in the past 
seven months; his ‘‘Sir Richard’”’ will be 
seen next Spring. 

Gatlinburg, “The Gateway to the 
Great Smokies,’ has so many facets. It is 
probably the one city in the nation where 
the grandsons and granddaughters of 
pioneer settlers own practically all the 
business property, most of the hotels, 
about 80 per cent of the motels and other 
business establishments. 

It is practically a 100 per cent 
American community very few 
residents of foreign birth.

Aloha from Hawaii

From the first glimpse of world- 
renowned Diamond Head, a symbol of 
Hawaii some 15,000 years, a magic feeling 
seems to invade the visitor to these 
enchanting islands. Perhaps the best way 
to attempt to describe this feeling is 
contained in the word Aloha or the spirit 
of Aloha that characterizes Hawaii. 

This word has many meanings — 
hello, goodbye, love — depending on the 
way it is said. Basically the spirit of 
Hawaii is one of indulgent hospitality and 
rapturous enjoyment of life spiced with 
myriad vestiges of Chinese, Japanese, 
Portugese and Filipino cultures brought 
to Honolulu when Hawaiian sugar planta- 


tions were importing field laborers from 
those countries more than half a century 
ago. 

There are seven inhabited islands in 
the Hawaiian chain. In order of size they 
are Hawaii, Maui, Oahu, Kauai, Molokai, 
Lanai and Nuhau. At various times 
during their development some of these 
were joined together as a single island. 
The big island of Hawaii at one time was 
five separate islands — five different 
volcanoes that have merged into a single 
mass high above the surrounding sea. 

Honolulu can truthfully be said to be 
the heart of the fiftieth state. It is the one 
American city that cannot be found with 
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a road map! Since it is 2091 nautical miles 
from San Francisco, Honolulu is found 
only with a sextant. Reactions to Honolu- 
lu are varied and purely personal. To a 
romanticist it is probably the world’s 
most charming and exciting city, a city of 
unequalled beauty. It is a true melting 


pot of diverse races and cultures where 


East meets West and is wedded. The 
sociologist finds it the world’s most nearly 
perfect social and economic democracy. 
Military and naval men look upon it as an 
anchor of America’s Pacific defenses. The 
scientist sees it as a myriad of undiscov- 
ered treasures of geologic and undersea 
secrets. 
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On the other hand, businessmen see 
Honolulu as the threshold and lifeline to 
the whole vast awakening Pacific. No- 
body really will find exactly the same 
thing in these enchanting islands. 

Honolulu is a lotus city surrounded by 
swelling green mountains and deep val- 
leys shrouded in soft mist commonly 
called “liquid sunshine.”’ There are luxu- 
rious beaches aside from Waikiki, terrific 
sunshine by day and fantastic moonlight 
by night. Mix these ingredients with the 
heady fragrance of millions of tropical 
flowers, strange birds whose morning and 
evenings calls, although weird, are most

He turn- 
ed down a chance to return to acting while 
serving this country in Spain. “‘I didn’t 
think that I could be both an actor 
impersonating an ambassador, and an 
ambassador — it would have been fun 
though.”’ 

He thinks that making movies in 
Hollywood aided him in politics. ‘‘Acting 
helped me as a politician. At least I try to 
make my speeches boring.”’ 

John, still as handsome as any of our 
older Hollywood leading men, now makes 
his home in Westport, Conn., but is 
building a place on the south coast of 
Spain. John and Cesca’s two beautiful 
daughters, Lily and Beatrice, are both 
married. ‘Beatrice (the mother of two 
small girls) is the wife of Antonio Oyarza- 
bales, a young Spanish diplomat in 
Madrid. In the summer, they live in San 
Sabastian. Lily, married to James Mar- 
cus, was a well-known actress and toured 
for a time with Helen Hayes.

Johnathan, 21; Stephen, 19; and Carey,

course. 

This fortunate city on the water even 
has a name that sounds like rippling water 
and gently rolling waves. Writer Karl 
Krismer long ago discovered that; just 


say it, SARASOTA. While the origin 
of the name remains a mystery, with 
many legends growing up around it, 
history tells us that the earliest settlers 
arrived by boat. People have been arriv- 
ing here by boat ever since, except that 
today we call them yachts. They come via 
Big Pass and New Pass and up Little 
Sarasota Bay and Roberts Bay. Boating 
started as a method of transportation, not 
recreation, in Sarasota County, and even 
today there are restaurants where one 
docks instead of parks to dine. There are 
marinas and yacht clubs of adequate 
depth tucked safely into numerous coves 
and inlets the length of Sarasota County. 
Marina Mar, less than one block from 
theatres, clothing stores, restaurants, gift 
shops, auto rental agencies and large 
department stores, is Sarasota’s newest 
and possibly proudest improvement. It is 
just off the Intracoastal Waterway with 
direct access to fishing in the Gulf of 
Mexico. Each of its 100 slips is equipped 
with water, telephone and electric service, 
including piped aboard music. It has 
protected dockage for boats drawing eight 
feet, and there is additional dockage for 
boats up to 150 feet in length. Gourmet 
dining in the “‘Upper Deck’ features 
authentic New Orleans cuisine under the 


personal supervision of Chef Edward 
LeBlanc of the Court of 'Two Sisters of 
New Orleans. This is only one sample of 
many marinas in Sarasota. 

Sarasota could truthfully claim to be 
a Waterland Paradise, a Second Fort 
Lauderdale, if it decides to follow the 
waterway route to fame. It has accommo- 
dating fish in many categories. Offshore 
and deep-sea fishing bring barracuda, 
sailfish and a few dolphin. Relaxed surf 
fishermen haul in redfish, whiting, trout, 
pompano, sheepshead and snook. Boys up 
to ninety years old cast hopefully from 
bridges and from the banks of the bay for 
speckled trout, redfish, bluefish, sheeps- 
head, mackerel, pompano, founder and 
the fighting cravell jack. Families, both 
resident and visitor, pile into their own or 
rented boats, pack a picnic and suntan 
lotion, and head for the waters. 

One of the favorite places is at 
Myakka State Park, seventeen miles east 
of town, where both lake and river fishing 
are excellent. They abound with bass, 
bream, perch and catfish. On the lake 
shore is a Bird Walk where one can view 
birds in their natural feeding grounds. 
There are ox wagons for a ‘Florida 
Cracker” tour of the park, a tour train 
and horseback trail rides.

Earlier we referred to Sarasota’s most 
often used title, Florida’s Cultural and 
Intellectual Center. Our research reveals 
that this was apparently bestowed by a 
writer for a prominent national newspa- 
per, seemed completely appropriate, and 
has been used ever since. Of all these 
pleasant phrases used to describe her, this 
one is probably the easiest to prove. A 
recent example is that the Asolo Theatre 
Summer Festival played nightly to pack-

piece by piece, and placed it on green 
lawns beneath stately palm trees on the 
grounds of the Ringling Museum of Art. 
Now comfortably air-conditioned, the 
intimate and ornate theater is in constant 
use for foreign and classical movies, dance 
recitals, chamber music, lectures and 
opera.

Art is everywhere in Sarasota, in 
banks, restaurants, shop windows, leading 
galleries like the Hilton Leech, Oehlsch- 
laegers, the Sarasota Art Association, St.

Music is everywhere, too. The West 
Coast Symphony presents pop concerts, 
Chamber concerts, the Juilliard Quartet, 
Koeckert Quartet and the Vienna Octet, 
most often in the symphony rehearsal 
Hall at the Civic Center, occasionally in 
the Municipal Auditorium. There is a 
Music Club, a Choral Society, a Commu- 
nity Concert Association, Ballet Guild, an 
excellent little theater group, and The 
Players.

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ding their stays to enjoy them. For 
example, there are no less than five top 
quality commercial attractions in the 
country. Just up the street from the 
Ringling Museum stands the Circus Hall 
of Fame, site of daily performances by 
professional circus people and trained 
animals, puppet shows and a museum 
filled with memories of circus stars of 
yesteryear. 

Across the street from the Ringling 
Museum is one of the nation’s finest 
displays of antique and classic automo- 
biles at Cars of Yesterday, combined with 
a vast Music Fair of music boxes.

Flamingoes and large varieties of other 
water fowl roam freely through lush and 
tranquil gardens.

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JAMAICA‘S 


SPICY 


BY LOWIS CARLTON 


Jamaican cooks love coconut and use it 
imaginatively. These rich-tasting 

tarts can be made with ready-cooked, 
frozen shells and feature grated 

fresh coconut. They are tinted gay colors. 


Inspired by Jamaican pudding, 
Jamaican Fruit Pie, below, swirls 
canned fruit into a geletin-ice cream 
filling. The golden taste of rum 
adds a distinctive flavor. 


APs. exotic potpourri of food found in 
Jamaica today harks back to the island’s 
turbulent, exciting history. 

Discovered by Columbus in 1494, 
occupied by the Spanish in 1509, captured 
by the British in 1655, the island was the 
rendezvous for buccaneers and pirates, 
and once had the dubious honor of being 
the world’s leading slave market. 

In this land of the limbo and calypso, 
the people trace their origins to England, 
Africa, China and India. They bring to 
the spicy, savory cuisine more than a dash 
of imagination and variety. 

Where else would you find Pepperpot, 


a beautiful green gumbo-like soup rich 
with beef stock, coconut milk, chopped 
scallions, spinach, green peppers, embel- 
lished with tiny coral shrimp? 

Or Pineapple Royal, miniature pine- 
apples (Jamaicans call them “pines of 
Paradise’’) filled with an ambrosial mix- 
ture of spiced, rum-soaked fruits in lightly 
frozen cream. And speaking of rum, what 
connoisseur could wish for more than a 
Fish House Punch sparked with aromatic 
Jamaica rum? 

A word about background. The Ja- 
maican cuisine is affected by the stolid 
British influence which makes it possible 
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to sit down to traditional roast beef with 
Yorkshire pudding of fair Albion on a 
palm-shaded terrace overlooking the 
azure sea. 

India’s peppery touch is evident in 
curries, 
different Jamaican treatment. From Ja- 
maica’s Chinese immigrants, local cooks 
have learned the art of cooking with the 
iron skillet. 

Regardless of the original dish, spici- 
ness is one theme that runs like a 
signature through the food, and for good 
reason. Jamaica is a famous spice-growing 
area — the only place in the western 
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which are given a distinctly 


hemisphere where allspice is grown, and 
the world’s leading producer of the spice 
which blends flavors of cinnamon, nutmeg 
and cloves. 

Spice has played a significant role in 
Jamaica’s history, both culinary and 
economic, since Columbus landed there in 
1494, off-course in his attempt to reach 
the “‘spice islands”’ of the Far East. 

He failed to find Eastern spices but 
discovered instead some entirely new and 
very valuable ones. Chief among these 
was allspice, growing in wild profusion on 
the limestone hills in the southwestern 
part of the island. For some strange

reason, the Spanish named it pimienta, or 
pepper, later shortened to pimento. By 
this name, it is still known in the spice 
trade, though it is not related to the well- 
known red pepper, pimiento. 

The tall allspice trees now grow 
exactly as they did when the Spaniards 
first saw them more than 400 years ago, 
neither requiring nor receiving any special 
care. Harvesting of allspice is a rather 
informal, family affair. 

Young boys climb the 40- to 60-foot- 
high trees to break off branches laden 
with green berries. The branches are 
thrown into a square of canvas, or gunny 
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sacks, and flailed by everyone in the 
family from toddling children to tottering 
grandparents, until the berries drop off. 

Spread in the sun for a drying period 
of from four to eight days, the berries turn 
dark brown and develop their inimitable 
flavor. 

In the days when such swashbuckling 
pirates as Henry Morgan and Calico Jack 
Rackham (starting about 1662) were 
leaving a trail of bloodshed and looting 
along the Spanish Main, they used 
allspice to preserve meats — mostly wild 
pigs — stocked in their ships’ galleys. 

Meat cured with allspice smoke ‘and 
spiced with allspice was called “boucan.”’ 
The pirates’ fondness for it made them 
known as boucaneers, which evolved into 
the word, buccaneers. 

Other Jamaican spices include various 
capsicum peppers, (of a different family 
from the black pepper or piper nigrum 
Columbus was seeking), ginger, cinna- 
mon, nutmeg and mace. 

Ginger was the first Oriental spice to 
be grown in the new world. Historically, it 
was a native of India and China. Marco 
Polo recorded seeing ginger growing in 
A. D. 1280. Jamaican ginger is the most 
valuable in the world today, whether 
preserved (or green), or dried and cured. 


Jamaicans make tasty use of all their 
island-grown produce: bananas, coconuts, 
mangoes, pineapples, limes, papayas, and 
many vegetables. Coconut oil is used in 
cooking, while the coconut meat goes into 
a variety of dishes. A mortar and pestle

are found in every well-equipped kitchen, 
to grind together a bouquet of the island’s 
spices. 

Meat is not so popular as in the 
United States, but fish is used abundantly 
in the cuisine. Chicken is a favorite on the 
Jamaican table, from the country man’s 
cabin to the estate owner’s mansion 
house. Typical of the unusual island 
flavor is their roast chicken, stuffed with 
sweet potatoes flavored with marjoram, 
thyme, sage and black pepper. 

Lucky the visitor who feasts on the 
excitingly different dishes in a gracious 
Jamaican home. It will be an unforgetta- 
ble experience, being introduced to such 


delicacies as Rice and Peas, (often called 
the Jamaica Coat of Arms), Savory 
Cooked Cucumbers, Baked Banana 
doused in sherry and aromatic spices, 
Stamp and Go Fritters, curries made with 
coconut milk and served with mango 
chutney. 

.But you can get acquainted in your 
own home with the foods from sun- 
drenched Jamaica by sampling the au- 
thentic island recipes.

First, make lamb or goat stock. 
Simmer one pound lamb or goat bones 
with 1% cups water, %4 teaspoon salt, 14 
teaspoon whole black peppers and 4 
teaspoon whole allspice 114 hours. Remove 
bones; strain stock. Set aside. 

To make coconut milk, add one cup 
hot water to one grated fresh coconut, 
cool and strain through cheesecloth, 
squeezing out all the milk. Refrigerate 
until used. 

Trim excess fat from meat and cut 
into 4 - inch pieces. Brown in hot coconut 
oil. Remove meat from skillet. Add sliced 
onion; cook one to two minutes or until 
limp and transparent. Stir in seasonings, 
stock, vinegar and meat. Cover and 
simmer 40 minutes. Remove cover and 
simmer 30 minutes, or until meat is tender 
and much of the liquid evaporates. Add 
coconut milk just before serving. Heat; 
serve over hot white rice garnished with 
lettuce. Accompany dish with mango 
chutney. Makes 6 servings. 


PEAS AND RICE 


1% cup red kidney beans or congo 
peas; 2 cups cold water; 2 ounces salt 
pork; 4 cup diced scallions; *4 teaspoon 
salt; 14 teaspoon whole thyme leaves; 2 


cups coconut milk; 1 teaspoon salt; 1 cup 
long grained rice. Leaf lettuce garnish. 
Wash beans or peas and soak over- 
night or about 12 hours in 2 cups cold 
water. Cut salt pork in % - inch cubes; 
brown lightly in heavy skillet. Add 
scallions and cook until limp and trans- 
parent. Add to kidney beans and the 
soaking water. Stir in %4 teaspoon salt. 
Cover and simmer 1% to 2 hours, or until 
beans are tender. Add thyme leaves 10 
minutes before beans are done. Bring 
coconut milk and one teaspoon salt to boil 
in another pan 30 minutes before beans 
are done. Sprinkle in the rice. Cover and 
cook slowly until rice is tender, about 25 
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fruits mixture... 


minutes. Combine cooked rice and peas. 
Dish should be fluffy and dry. If peas are 
too soupy, uncover and boil until extra 
liquid evaporates. Serve hot on a lettuce 
leaf, topped with piece of salt pork. 
Makes 6 servings. 


JAMAICAN FRUIT PIE 

1 package orange gelatin; 1 cup hot 
water; 1 teaspoon grated orange rind; 4% 
cup orange juice; 4 teaspoon salt; 1 pint 
vanilla ice cream; 2 teaspoons Jamaica 
rum (or more, to taste); 1 cup finely 
crumbled macaroons; 1% cups drained 
canned fruit cocktail; Baked 9-inch pas- 
try shell. 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water. Add 
orange rind, juice, salt, ice cream, stirring 
until ice cream is completely melted. Stir 
in rum and macaroon crumbs. Chill a few 
minutes, until slightly thickened. Fold in 
well drained fruit cocktail and turn into 
baked, cooled pie shell. Chill until firm. 
Garnish with fruit and whipped cream. 


COCONUT TARTS 


3 cups grated fresh coconut; 2 cup 
sugar; 12 teaspoon ground mace; 4 cup 
hot coconut water; 6 baked pastry tart 
shells; Green or red food color; Whipped 
cream. 

Combine first four ingredients in 
saucepan. Cook 10 to 15 minutes over low 
heat, stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat; add red or green food color, if 
desired. Cook, cool and fill baked tart 
Shells. (Or use ready-cooked frozen 


shells.) Top with whipped cream. Makes 6 
tarts.

soothing, and you have a small idea of the 
Honolulu that has always been and can be 
expected to remain. This setting is inhab- 
ited by approximately 570,000 people 
who, with all the usual American excep- 
tions, work, go to school, attend church 
play football, surf, golf and buy the same 
products as do the residents of Palm 
Beach and Miami. 

The islands are golf mad. There are 
many courses on Oahu both private and 
public, but the big news is that November 
4 to 7 at Wailai Golf Club the $50,000 
Hawaiian Open Golf Tournament will 
mark the first major professional sports 
competition in the history of these isles. 
Most of the 50 top money winners of the 
1965 Professional Golfers Association list 
will compete with a ‘‘maybe”’ from Arnold 
Palmer and Jack Nicklaus. Gary Player, 
however, has other commitments. This 
event is scheduled to be an annual one. 

Another fascinating and unbelievable 
thing that is about to take place is the 
planned construction of a $300,000 under- 
sea city on the ocean floor off Oahu 
consisting of two glass, steel and concrete 
domes and an electric train operating 
through a submarine tube all 50 to 70 feet 
beneath the surface of the ocean. One 
dome would be open to the public and 
contain the world’s first undersea restau- 
rant, a U.S. _ post office, and curio 
shops. Marine life could be observed 
through the glass walls. Sounds from the 
surrounding ocean will be piped into the 
dome through hydrophones. Also planned 
is a closed circuit television system 
focused on surrounding marine life that

could be used for commercial telecasts. 

The other dome will be used exclusive- 
ly for scientific and oceanic studies. The 
University of Hawaii is interested in 
establishing a tidal wave laboratory and 
the U.S. Navy has expressed keen interest 
in the venture for training divers and 
submarines in escape techniques. 

An undersea train ride through the 
submarine tube would give the visitor 
exceptional views of ocean plants, coral 
reefs, moray eel grounds, a fish feeding 
station and a turtle training cage before 
being taken back to the surface. All of this 
is the dream of Robert Rutherford, major 
stockholder in International Underwater 
Enterprises, Inc. and is an example of 
what private industry is doing in Hawaii. 

No article could suggest the infinite 
variety of things to do in Hawaii—the 
never-ending differences in art and art- 
ists, music in all forms from the Honolulu 
Symphony Orchestra to wild Puka Puka 
Otea, Tahitian dances, and of course the 
milder Hawaiian Hula and soft Hawaiian 
guitars. One painting entitled The Last 
Supper by Edward Fern is simply beauti- 
ful. It can be seen at an art shop located in 
the Royal Hawaiian Hotel on Waikiki. By 
the way, Sheraton Hotels, Inc. now own 
this world-renowned hotel and practically 
control the Waikiki Beach area with four 
other hotels all superbly run. 

Most of all, it is a real pleasure to 
meet the Hawaiian people during their 
everyday life, as they are always smiling 
or laughing and are the epitomy of 
courtesy. For this reason alone many 
mainlanders return annually for vacations 
and relaxation. For them Aloha can never 
mean goodbye.

fifties it was seldom that one ever spied a 
mink stole or a diamond bauble. It was 
unthinkable to take one’s jewels and furs 
to Naples; much too showy for the simple 
life.

That was the time when people were 
escaping and retiring from the conforming 
lives they lived in the north. But conform- 
ity has finally won in Naples and the 
mink and the diamond and the sports 
cars, private clubs, elaborate yachts are 
all part of the scene. The really, real old- 
timers still cling to their own circle but 
many of the winter people who now have 
homes are creating a more splendid way of 
life. Many of those who came in the 1950’s 
and early 1960’s are now building larger, 
more permanent homes or moving into 
lavish cooperative apartments.
